An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Ladies’  American  Home-Education  Society 

and  Temperance  Union. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled , 

by  authority  of  the  same ,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Sarah  Hayward,  Susan  B.  Holway,  Frances  S.  Kettblle,  Ruth  Sev¬ 
erance,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation,  by  the  name  of  the 
“  Ladies'  American  Home-Education  Society  and  Temperance  Union,”  to  be  established 
in  Boston,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Home  and  a  school,  to  aid  in 
the  support  and  education  of  indigent  youth,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all 
the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  the  forty-fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  receive  and  take  by  purchase,  grant,  devise,  bequest,  01 
donation,  any  real  or  personal  property,  and  hold  the  same  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  may 
manage  and  dispose  of  the  same  according  to  their  discretion,  provided  that  the  whole  amount  of 
real  and  personal  property  held  and  possessed  by  the  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  in  value  at 
any  one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.

AN  ACT 

To  CHANGE  THE  NAME  OF  THE  “  LADIES’  AMERICAN  HOME-EDUCATION 

Society  and  Temperance  Union.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  Court  assembled , 

and  by  the  authority  of  the  same ,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  “Ladies’  American  Home  Education  Society  and  Temperance  Union,” 
a  corporation  established  in  Boston,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  eleven  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  shall  be  known  as  the  “  Nickerson  Home  for 
Children,”  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  11,  1880. 


FORM  OF  A  BEQUEST. 


I,  A.  B.,  do  give  and  bequeath  to  the  “  Nickerson  Home  for  Children,’' 
the  sum  of  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 

Institution,  to  be  applied  by  the  Board  of  Managers  thereof  to  the  general 
object  of  the  Home.  And  I  do  direct  that  a  receipt,  signed  by  the  President 
and  Treasurer  shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Art.  i.  This  Home  shall  be  called  the  Nickerson  Home  for  Children. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a  home  for  destitute  children,  espe¬ 
cially  half  orphans,  when  their  homes  are  suddenly  broken  up  by  death,  where 
•they  can  enjoy  all  the  comforts  of  a  well  regulated  family,  and  be  instructed,  not 
only  physically,  but  intellectually  and  religiously.  For  the  privilege  of  such  a 
home,  a  small  board  will  be  required,  which,  although  not  enough  for  the  child’s 
support,  will  serve  to  give  to  parents  the  feeling  that  he  or  she  is  doing  what 
they  can  for  the  support  of  their  little  ones.  A  limited  number  of  children, 
which  will  be  increased  as  our  means  shall  permit,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Home 
free  of  charge.  Parents  or  friends  may  visit  the  children  at  the  Home,  or  may 
remove  them  from  it  whenever  their  circumstances  will  warrant  their  assuming 
their  children’s  support. 

Art.  3.  Any  person  paying  one  dollar  anuually  shall  be  a  member.  The 
payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time,  shall  constitute  a  life  membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President  and  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Auditors,  and  sixteen  Managers,  one  of  whom 
shall  officiate  as  Librarian.  Five  shall  be  chosen  annually  as  Trustees,  of  whom 
the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  constitute  a  part.  At  any  regular 
meeting  convened,  any  number  of  the  Officers  and  Managers  present  may  be 
competent  to  proceed  with  the  business  in  thirty  minutes  after  the  appointed 
hour,  and  five  may  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  in  concurrence  with  the 
Committee,  to  call  all  special  meetings,  and  to  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  each  of  which  is  to  be  opened  with  prayer.  In  the  absence  of  the 
President,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  preside. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Managers ;  and  at  each  meeting  for 
business  she  shall  read  the  record  of  the  last  {receding  meeting.  She  shall,  on 
special  occasions,  notify  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  assist  in  any  other 
duties  the  Board  of  Managers  may  assign. 

Art.  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  the  money  received  and 
expended,  and  shall  present  the  bills  due  against  the  Home  at  each  meeting  of 
the  Board,  to  be  approved  by  them  and  signed  by  the  President.  She  shall  make 
a  written  report  annually  to  the  Managers.  Such  assistance  shall  be  allowed  to 
the  Treasurer  in  collecting  of  funds,  keeping  of  books,  etc.,  as  the  Board  of 
Managers  shall  deem  expedient. 

Art.  8.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  held 
the  first  Thursday  in  January,  at  3  o’clock,  P.  M.,  when  the  officers  shall  be 
chosen  once  in  five  years ;  but  the  office  of  each  lady  will  only  be  held  by  the 
faithful  fulfilment  of  their  official  duties.  An  Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  shall  be  presented,  the  report  from  the  Board  of  Managers  read, 
vacancies  upon  the  Board  filled,  and  such  other  business  transacted  as  may  come 
before  them.  Meetings  of  the  Managers  are  holden  at  3  o’clock,  P.  M.,  on  the 
first  Thursday  of  every  month ;  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
the  first  Thursday  of  October,  January,  April  and  July,  at  10  o’clock,  A.  M.,  at 
the  Home. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  some  one  or  two  of  the  Trustees  to  meet 
weekly  or  oftener  at  the  Home,  to  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the 
support  and  instruction  of  the  family,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  financial  affairs 
generally  pertaining  to  the  Home ;  to  transact  business,  so  far  as  practicable, 
with  individuals  who  may  wish  to  place  children  under  the  patronage  of  the 
Home,  together  with  other  important  daily  visits  made  at  the  Home,  which 
require  to  be  recorded  and  promptly  reported  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  their  action. 

Art.  10.  Amendments  may  be  made  to  this  Constitution  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting.

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ANNUM,  REPORT  OF  SECRETARY. 


Three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days  have  passed  since  we  gave 
our  last  report  to  the  friends  and  patrons  of  the  Nickerson  Home 
for  Children,  and  now  the  managers  are  about  to  enter  upon  the 
work  of  the  new  year,  1902 ;  are  about  to  face  many  of  the  unsolved 
financial,  social,  and  ethical  problems  with  which  they  have  wrestled 
during  the  busy  hours  of  the  year  just  ended;  for  in  the  words  of 
Browning : 

“  This  world’s  no  blot  for  us, 

No  blank  ;  it  means  intensely  and  means  good; 

To  find  its  meaning  is  our  meat  and  drink.” 

The  year  that  has  gone,  like  its  predecessor,  took  in  its  silent 
flight  one  more  efficient  and  helpful  officer  from  the  Board  of 
Managers,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Van  Horn,  our  first  Vice  President. 

She  passed  away  in  the  early  spring,  the  7th  day  of  May,  1901. 

We  deeply  mourn  her  loss,  and  in  view  of  all  that  she  has 
so  cheerfully  given  of  herself  —  time,  money  and  influence,  for 
the  sake  of  this  loved  work,  we  pray  that  these  the  best  traits 
of  her  strenuous  character  may  enter  into  the  warp  and  woof  of  our 
own  personalities,  making  them  stronger  and  purer  from  day  today. 
Our  loved  Phillips  Brooks  has  truly  said  ;  “  We  are  each  other’s 
raw  material.  I  make  you  up  in  some  shape  into  my  life,  and  you 
in  some  way  make  me  up  into  yours.” 

The  Financial  Committee  has  worked  vigorously  through  the 
year  to  bring  up  all  outstanding  obligations  incidental  to  the  wants 
of  a  large  family. 

The  Matron,  Mrs.  Lola  Holway,  is  a  model  one,  in  many 
respects,  if  we  can  judge  from  the  happy  faces  of  the  children  (65 
in  all)  who  are  given  the  greatest  freedom  in  their  child  life. 
Evidently  the  ideal  theory  of  government  put  forth  by  some  of  our 
best  educators  is  hers  also,  namely  :  “  Not  to  fasten  upon  every 
thing  that  is  crude  and  depraved,  in  order  to  pour  rebuke  and  con¬ 
tempt  upon  a  life,  but  to  fulfil  that  life  by  catching  all  that  is  good 
about  it,”  thus  to  keep  it  “  in  tune  with  the  Infinite.” 
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There  have  been  but  few  cases  of  sickness  reported  at  the 
Hoaii,  the  children  having  good  nourishing  food  without  the 
seasoning  of  too  many  dainties. 

The  visitors  appointed  to  inspect  the  Home  each  month  have 
given  satisfactory  reports  as  to  its  sanitary  condition,  but  have 
wished  that  the  walls  of  the  building  might  have  some  elastic 
quality  about  them,  in  order  to  give  the  children  more  play  room. 
But  they  will  have  to  accept  the  inevitable  for  the  present.  • 

In  the  early  fall,  through  the  personal  work  of  our  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent,  Mrs.  Theodore  Nickerson,  and  her  daughter,  Miss  Marion 
Nickerson,  who  kindly  opened  their  doors  for  a  parlor  musicale 
many  of  the  burdens  of  the  Home  were  lifted.  Our  thanks  are 
due  to  those  friends  who  so  cheerfully  gave  their  services  for  this, 
occasion,  which  netted  the  Plome  $372.65,  thus  enabling  the  man¬ 
agers  “  to  go  on  their  way  rejoicing.” 

The  annual  sale  of  the  Society  was  held  at  the  Home  on  Tyler 
Street,  about  the  middle  of  December,  and  netted  $169,25. 

The  young  ladies  of  the  Old  South  Church  have  again  gener¬ 
ously  remembered  us. 

The  Bromfield  St.  Church  had  its  annual  Christmas  tree  and 
concert,  to  which  the  children  were  invited.  At  the  close  of  the 
entertainment  a  new  comer,  a  little  lame  boy,  sitting  on  a  rocking 
horse,  his  hands  full  of  toys,  was  heard  to  exclaim  to  a  little  girl :

We 
are  so  glad  to  hear  from  her  in  her  lovely  Maine  home,  and  that 
she  loves  the  papa  and  mamma  she  has  found  so  dearly.  We  are 
assured  that  her  affection  is  returned,  and  that  they  have  taken  her 
to  their  hearts  as  a  dear  child.  She  spent  her  Christmas  vacation 
in  Boston  with  her  mamma’s  sister,  and  the  letter  tells  what  a 
pleasant  time  she  had,  and  how  she  enjoyed  the  return  home. 
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Brewer,  Me.,  Thursday,  Jan.  9,  1902. 

Dear  Airs.  Holway : 

I  arrived  home  from  Boston  Sunday  night. 

I  intended  to  write  you  before,  and  I  hope  you  will  pardon  me 
for  the  delay,  but  as  you  know,  my  studies  take  up  all  my  time.  I 
will  now  tell  you  about  my  trip  to  Boston.  .  Well,  the  first  thing  the 
train  was  an  hour  and  one-half  late.  Aunt  Lizzie  (Mrs.  Holmes) 
was  just  going  home.  I  don’t  know  what  I  would  have  done  if 
she  had.  I  have  never  been  in  that  part  of  Arlington. 

The  next  morning  was  Tuesday.  I  didn’t  go  anywhere  that  day, 
but  that  night  I  went  to  a  church  entertainment.  The  next  day  we 
expected  Aunt  Sue,  mamma’s  sister.  She  was  sick  and  could  not 
come,  so  we  had  Christmas  dinner  alone.  I  got  a  glove  box  ging¬ 
ham  for  a  dress,  and  my  fare  up  arid  back,  besides  two  dollars. 

Friday  I  went  into  Music  Hall  and  saw  trained  dogs  and 
monkeys,  besides  many  other  things.  There  was  a  large  black  dog 
that  was  almost  human.  He  would  add,  subtract,  multiply  and 
divide.  He  would  also  pick  out  the  flag  of  any  nation  you  told 
him  to,  tell  how  old  he  was,  and  tell  how  many  months,  weeks  and 
days  in  a  year  without  making  a  mistake.  He  was  wonderful. 

Sunday  we  went  to  Mrs.  Nichols’  to  dinner.  We  had  a  very 
nice  time,  and  Mrs.  Nichols  gave  me  a  very  nice  bottle  of  perfumery. 
At  about  five  o’clock  we  started  for  Aunt  Sue’s.  We  spent  a  pleas¬ 
ant  evening  there. 

Mrs.  Austin  took  me  in  town  shopping,  for.  I  wanted  to  get 
some  Christmas  presents  for  mamma  and  papa.  I  enjoyed  going 
through  the  stores  very  much,  for  you  know  they  are  larger  than 
down  here. 

Well,  as  I  said  before,  I  arrived  home  on  Sunday  night.  I 
was  very  glad  to  get  home,  although  it  is  nice  to  go  visiting,  there 
*  is  nothing  like  getting  home. 

Mamma  and  papa  were  very  glad  to  get  me  back.  Mamma 
says  that  she  will  not  let  me  go  away  again  for  two  weeks  unless 
she  goes  with  me.  My  pets  were  all  glad  to  see  me  back,  even  the 
horse  went  ha,  ha,  ha. 

I  will  have  to  bring  my  letter  to  a  close  by  saying  I  am  getting 
along  nicely  in  school  and  am  feeling  fine.  Mamma  says  there  is 
nothing  like  the  good  old  state  of  Maine  to  make  good  strong  rug¬ 
ged  girls.  She  says  I  am  the  only  slim  one  about  the  place. 
Mamma  weighs  265  lbs.  and  papa  258. 

My  dog  is  as  fat  as  a  butter  ball,  ard  the  horse  is  as  fat  as  he 
can  be,  he  can  scarcely  walk. 

Mamma  says  if  there  is  any  fattening  to  me  she  is  going  to 
have  me  fat  like  the  rest  of  the  tamily. 

Now  I  will  say  good  night  by  sending  my  love  to  you  all.
